Sai-Ar.moj[iiack,.Alki«J and Vitriol 5 Ofthis all Birds ^ ob^ 
ferved to drink of it 3 doe dye 5 which! have alfo privately 
experimented by taking fome of it home 5 andgitringitto 
Hens^ after I had g.ived them Qates, Bariy and Bread- crumi: 
For , foon after tbqj Had drusk of it ^ they became giddy 
reeled, and tRmblcd upon their backs, with convuIOon-fitts, 
and fa. dyed v/irli a great extention of their leggs.

the Worms in their bellies, fo that a great number of 
worms comefrom themi whereupon though they are fiekf 
yet they dye not. As to,the third ftream, that lyes lower 
than the other two 5 about io paces diftant from them, it is 
ofagreenifli colour., very clear, andofafowre fwjeettaft, 
pleafing enough* It hath about a middle weight between 
the other two •, whence wee gueft, that it is mixed of them 
both , meeting there together : to confirm which., we have 
mixed equal quantities , of thofe two, with an addition of a 
litle common well-water, and have found that they, being 
ftirred together and permitted tofetle , made Juft a water 
cf the fame colour andtaft of this third ftreamh.
